“We are in the process of forming 
the association right now. We’ve met 
with the town manager once,” Lt. 
Kevin Lynch said last Friday. “We 
are joining together merely for bar- 
gaining purposes. We are not form- 
ing a union.” 

Lt. Lynch said the “association” 
should make contract negotiations 
go smoother for both groups and the 
town, and should avoid “petty jeal- 
ousies” between members of the two 
ranks. The goal would be for the 
sergeants and lieutenants, who now 
have separate contracts, to have a 


single contract. 

“We work together as a team 
down here. We should probably bar- 
gain as a team,” Lt. Lynch said. 

Lt. Lynch said bargaining as a sin- 
gle group would save time on con- 
tract negotiations and avoid 
grievances over fairness issues 
between the two contracts. 

The lieutenant couldn't say if all 
sergeants and lieutenants were in 
favor of merging the contract negoti- 
ations. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, 
said an association of the two groups 
could have some merit because they 
do share a “community of interest.” 

“I’m not opposed to it. I think it 
has advantages,” Mr. Stapezynski 
said. 


TOWNTALK 


Lt. Phillip Froburg said he and Lt. 
Jack Houlihan may not be included 


in the new unified group because of 


their positions as division comman- 
ders. Because of their positions, Lt. 
Froburg is operations commander 
and Lt. Houlihan is chief of detec- 
tives, they are privy to information 
on both sides of negotiations.

The sergeants’ and lieutenants’ 
contracts are up at the end of this 
month, as are all the town’s collec- 
tive bargaining contracts. The police 
patrolmen’s union has been without 
a contract for three years.

dealing with the policy until after the 
summer when they can review its 
effect on activity at the park. 

Selectman Larry Larsen had also 
questioned the difference between 
allowing alcohol at Rec Park and at 
Old Town Hall, if a licensed server is 
used.

Almost one-third of the 309 graduat 
ing seniors from Andover High School 


received some sort of scholarship or 


grant this spring. The sums ranged 
from $100 to $1,500, said Marie Cam 
pobasso, a guidance counselor at And- 
over High, 

Jay Leno, AHS Class of ’68 and the 
new host of the Tonight Show, estab- 
lished two $500 scholarships this year, 
One is named for his former English 
teacher, the late Sandra Hawkes, and 
the other named for his father, A.J. 
Leno, who still lives in Andover with 
wife Catherine. 

JoAnn Samra, a former business 
teacher of Mr. Leno’s, who has 
remained friends with the talk show 


host, has worked with the comedian - 


during the past few years to make the 
scholarships a reality. 

Mr. Leno was originally going to 
make a donation, but he and Ms. Sam- 
ra discussed creating a scholarship. 

“He liked the idea and that’s how 
the scholarship for marketing came 
about. He didn’t want it in his name, so 
it was named in honor of his father, 

After that he decided he wanted to 
create one in memory of his Ms. 
Hawkes. “Jay said she was the first one 
to encourage him to write down his 
humorous ideas,” Ms. Samra said. 

There are two types of monetary 
gifts seniors get — scholarships and 
awards. Scholarships go to the senior’s 
college or university choice, and 
awards are given directly to the stu- 
dent. 

Athletic director Jim Hurley said he 
prefers to label the athletic depart- 
ment’s gifts “awards” rather than 
“scholarships” because an award can 


be given directly to students, Scholar- 
ship are sometimes deducted from the 
amount of financial aid a school may 
give a student, he said. 

One example of an award given to 
students during the past three years is 
the Ted Boudreau/Tom Wallace Memo- 
rial Fund, The fund was established in 


February 1989 following the death of 


Mr. Boudyeau, who was a Doherty Mid- 
dle School seventh-grade science teach- 
er and freshman baseball coach in 
Andover for more than 30 years, 

In 1990 the fund was renamed the 
Boudreau/ Wallace Fund when Mr, 
Wallace, a parent and enthusiastic sup- 
porter of sports, died. Memorial dona- 
tions in Mr. Wallace’s name were 
added to the fund, Mr. Hurley said, 

“During the past three years, about 
$6,000 (total) has been given to graduat- 
ing seniors from the fund,” he said. 

According to Mr. Hurley a dozen 
seniors, seven softball players and five 
baseball players were given $178 each 
from the fund. The fund is now deplet- 
ed and it is the last year money will be 
given to seniors, he said. 

Some of the larger scholarships are 
given by the Andona Society, which 
raises money primarily through Clown 
Town each May. 

Digital Equipment Corp. and the 
Punchard High School Alumni Associ- 
ation also give some of the larger schol- 
arships. 

The Patricia Leahy Memorial Schol- 
arship was established in the memory 
of the East Junior High and Doherty 
Middle School social studies teacher 
who died in 1990. The scholarship is 
given by the Andover Education Asso- 
ciation, of which Ms. Leahy was past 
president.

The Donald D. Dunn Scholarship is 
given in honor of the former teacher, 
coach, athletic and physical education 
director whose tenure in the school 
lasted from 1938 to 1971. 


The J. Everett Collins Music Schol- 
arship is given each year to a senior 
who has demonstrated excellence in 

~ music. Mr, Collins, for whom the per- 
forming arts center at the high school 
is named, was a former music teacher 
and choral director in the Andover 
schools. Mr. Collins died in 1986 at the 
age of 92. 

Another music-related scholarship 
is the Alfio Graceffa Memorial Scholar- 
ship, which is given each year to a 
senior band member. Mr. Graceffa, the 
longtime AHS band director. died 
about 10 years ago. 

For the past two years the Andover 
High Drama Guild has been able to put 
extra money it raised through parent- 
sponsored bake sales and proceeds 
from plays and concerts into a scholar- 
ship fund, said Bob Lague, a music 
teacher at AHS. 

Other parent-raised scholarships 
include many of the booster clubs, such 
as band, choral, football, hockey, ski 
team and soccer, and parent advisory 
councils.

Students from Doherty and West middle 
schools joined other schoolchildren from as 
far away as Mexico, Missouri and Chateau- 
guay, Quebec, to participate in workshops, 
tours, concerts and hands-on activities, all 
relating to the math and science curriculum 
program called “The Voyage of the Mimi.”

Club rocks the house 


When is a coconut not some 
thing you eat, but a rock? When 
it’s a geode. 

The seemingly uninteresting 
spheroidal rocks, often called 
“coconuts” by mineral collec- 
tors, when cut in half, will some- 
times reveal a hollow center 
housing a sparkling cluster of 
crystals. This year, geodes will 
be showcased as the theme for 
the 29th annual New England 
Gem and Mineral Show, 

Sponsored by the North Shore 
Rock and Mineral Club to benefit 
club activities and to promote 
interest in the hobby of rocks 
and minerals, the New England 
Gem and Mineral Show is sched 
uled for Saturday, June 20, from 
9 a.m. to 6 p.m. and Sunday, June 
21, from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. at Mas- 
conomet Regional School (Endi- 
cott Road exit off Route 95) in 
Topsfield, 

Geodes have long been a popu- 
lar draw at the gem show. For a 
nominal sum, show patrons can 
select a “coconut” and have it 
sawed in two, sometimes to be 
rewarded with a dazzling display 
of amethyst or other crystals. 

Some people believe that, if 
the rock feels light, it’s more 
likely to be hollow. This theory, 
however, is not a proven one, 
and choosing a geode that con- 
ceals a treasure of crystals is 
pretty much left to chance. 

The show theme also coin- 
cides with an ongoing exhibit at 
Harvard Mineralogical Museum, 
“Gee, It’s a Geode,” and the 
museum is lending an exhibit of 
geodes from its extensive collec- 
tion of these “ugly ducklings” of 
rocks.

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~ Local historians talk 
about town ‘witches’ 


Three local historians will 
address the Andover connection 
in the 1692 witchcraft trials at 
the 10th annual Salem Confer- 
ence, 


The Andover panel is part of 


the three-day conference, whose 
theme this year is “Perspectives 
on Witchcraft: Rethinking the 
l7th-century Experience,” The 
conference is sponsored by 
Salem State College, Essex Insti- 
tute, House of Saven Gables and 
Peabody Museum of Salem. 

Panelists Paul Hudon of Low- 
ell, a Merrimack Valley histori- 
an who works at the Northeast 
Document Center in Andover: 
author Juliet Mofford of An- 
dover, a volunteer researcher for 
the Andover Historical Society; 
and Dee Liffmann, a volunteer 
researcher for the North An 
dover Historical Society, will 
talk about Andover’s involve- 
ment in the witch trials, 

They will meet Thursday, 
June 18, at 2:45 p.m. at Forten 
Hall, on the fourth floor of Salem 
State’s library. 

More people from Andover 
were arrested and imprisoned 
for witchcraft than from any oth- 
er Essex County town, according 
to Ms. Mofford. 

In panel format, the three will 
present the town’s key role in the 
1692 trials and explore how expe: 
riences in this frontier commu. 
nity paralleled those at Salem 
Village and in what ways 
Andover was unique. 

Time will be allotted for ques- 
tions and discussion. 

Martha Carrier, the first 
arrested and one of three from 
Andover to hang, will provide 
the basis for this case study of 
one Massachusetts Bay commu- 
nity’s response to the social, eco- 
nomic, medical, religious events 
and attitudes. 

Dr. Hudon will focus on 17th- 
century economic and sociopolit- 
ical dimensions. 


The Andover panel will show 
how the Puritan belief that mate 
rial success indicated God’s 
favor affected the town’s treat 
ment of its poor and indigent, 
and how the community dealt 
with those who broke social 
norms. 

Ms. Mofford will talk about 
the role smallpox played in these 
turbulent times. Smallpox, 
according to Ms. Mofford, turned 
Andover against Martha Carrier. 
When she relocated there she 
allegedly brought with her the 
town’s first epidemic. 

The panel will explore reli 
gious and social attitudes toward 
disease and community hostility 
toward “carriers” of epidemics, 
not only in the 17th century 
when illness was viewed as a test 
of faith — but also in terms of atti- 
tudes toward AIDS in contempo: 
rary society. 

Ms. Mofford will also talk 
about the idea of the Puritan 
“good neighbor.” Scholars have 
defined the witch figure as the 
opposite of the good neighbor, 

“We will address the signifi- 
cance of neighbors in a Puritan 
frontier community, a period 
when ‘your brother’s keeper’ 
served as a method of social con- 
trol,” she said. Mrs. Carrier, as 
others in 1692, got into conflicts 
over boundaries and livestock. 
She also violated gender norms 
of her time by demanding prop- 
erty rights, Ms. Mofford said. 

Ms. Liffmann will discuss the 
blood lines of the accused and 
accusers. Mrs. Carrier’s uncle, 
for instance, was the senior ntin- 
ister of Andover. 

The panel will also examine 
the influence of religion in the 
daily life of the community and 
explore the ethical and religious 
implications of the controversy. 

The conference is open to the 
public, but there is a fee to par- 
ticipate. Registration is through 
the Peabody Museum.

The cafeteria at 
the Senior Center 
will be closed for 
vacation.

Hewlett-Packard Co., on Minuteman 
Road, has a map of the distances 
around its property available to its 


employees so they can keep track of 


the distances they run or walk during 
breaks and lunch periods. 


“We encourage them to walk during 
lunch, during their break,” said Bar 
bara Ham, occupational health nurse 
at Hewlett-Packard on Minuteman 
Road. 


Last summer, HP ran a contest in 
which employees kept track of their 
walking mileage and the 200 with the 
highest total were given T-shirts. This 
year the firm expanded the “Active 
Lifestyle Program” to include a variety 
of activities on and of the property like 
running, Swimming, aerobics and bas- 
ketball. 


The employees receive a list detail- 
ing the number of points for each activ 
ity. The employees fill out activity 
sheets and turn them in weekly for 
credit on their progress. The program 
began on May 15 and will run through 
July 15. At the end of the program, the 
first 400 participants will receive T- 
shirts with an active lifestyles logo. 

“This is a very successful program 
and people this year are very pleased 
that it’s going to include a lot of activi- 
ties other than walking,” Ms. Ham 
said. 


“The way we feel about wellness 
programs is, if people participate in 
any activities, they feel better physical- 
ly, it’s a stress reliever.” 

And the competition just gets indi- 
viduals more involved, she said. 


HP has a softball field on the proper- 
ty and runs an intracompany softball 
league during the summer. It also has 
volleyball nets for employees to use 
during lunch time. 

HP currently has about 1,000 
employees at its Andover facility, and 
has plans to expand on the site later 
this year. 


Raytheon Co. 

Raytheon Co. is the largest employ- 
er in Andover with about 5,500 employ- 
ees at its Missiles Systems Division 
and its Advanced Device Center, both 
on Lowell Street. 

Leagues for golf, baseball, softball, 
volleyball, bowling and a variety of 
other activities are encouraged at the 
plant, but generally organized and 
driven by the employees, according to 
Jerry Minahan, community and 
employee relations director. 

“It’s an informal situation here,” 
Mr. Minahan said. 

There is a oall field at the Lowell 
Street facility for the softball leagues, 
andthe company sponsor's a running 
team.and intracompany relay races, 
division against division, according to

“Those are held at our Andover 
facility,” Mr, Powers said, 
But the most popular activity at the

leagues, which have about 500 partici- 
pants, according to Mr. Powers. 


Raytheon has a company-wide phys- 
ical-exam program in which employees 
get a comprehensive physical for early 
detection of disease or other health 
problems, and to diagnose risk factors. 
The cafeterias also participate in a 
“Healthy Foods Program,” identifying 
foods low in cholesterol, fat and salt, 
and periodic clinics or seminars help 
employees quit smoking, monitor 
nutrition and diet. 


The Raytheon Employee Activity 
Association at the Andover plant helps 
employees organize leagues and activi- 
ties as well as social activities. The 
Missile Messenger, the Andover plant's 
monthly newspaper, reports on 
leagues and activities and has a health 
column, the latest of which focused on 
stress and stress reduction. 


Digital Equipment Corp, 

Digital Equipment Corp., at 165 Das- 
comb Road, has a horseshoe pit, volley- 
ball nets and basketball courts, and 
supplies some equipment for those 
sports, but leaves the organization of 
leagues and activities up to employees, 
according to Donna Doyle, personnel 
administrator. 

“Some of the other sites have a 
whole health club in them,” Ms. Doyle 
said. 

The Dascomb Road facility, which 
employs about. 830, does not have a 
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espite the recession

health club, but the company does get a 
corporate discount for employees at 
Northmeadow Racquet and Health 
Club, just up the street in Tewksbury. 

DEC employees can also access a 
computer file, which contains activi- 
ties and interests of other employees, 
in Andover or at other DEC locations 
company wide. 


Vicor Corp. 

The most popular activity for the 
500 employees of Vicor Corp., at 23 
Frontage Road, is the free lunch on the 
company on Thursdays, according to 
Jodi Vanvelsor, personnel administra- 
tor. 

“In the summer they do barbecues,” 
Ms. Vanvelsor said. 

But nutritional offerings continue at 
the company daily, according to Jim 
Muckenhoupt, spokesman. 


“Every day there are fresh fruits 
brought in,” Mr. Muckenhoupt said. 

Vicor does not own its building, and 
has no on-site health club or softball 
field, but the company pays half the 
cost of the monthly membership at 
either of two local health clubs for its 
employees. About 125 workers take 
advantage of the policy, according to 
Dan Guliano, director of human ser- 
vices. 

Employees take part in a golf league 
once a week and others play softball. 

Smoke cessation programs are 
offered in-house periodically and other 
programs, such as the smoking patch, 
are covered by the company’s health- 
care providers. The Vicor facility has 
also been a smoke-free environment 
for the last seven months. 


Genetics Institute 

Genetics Institute, 1 Burtt Road, has 
an on-site health club for the 300 
employees at its Andover plant with 
stair and rowing machines, treadmills, 
weights and showers, according to 


Gina Price, spokesperson in the com- 
pany’s Cambridge office, where they 
have the same thing. 

“We always work out at lunchtime. 
It’s great,” Ms. Price said, 

A recreation committee was formed 
three years ago to organize and sup- 
port sport and other activities for 
employees. Andover events, which are 
publicized in a company newsletter, 
include aerobics, volleyball at Sanborn 
School, ultimate frisbee and softball. 


IRS 

The Internal Revenue Service, Low- 
ell Street, knows work can be very tax- 
ing, so it has an in-house fitness center 
for its employees. 


It also offers light aerobics classes, 
weight-watcher programs and smoker 
cessation programs. The facility, 
which employs about 1,100 year-round 
workers, has a walking trail that runs 
along the perimeter of the facility with 
distances marked off. It also has bas- 
ketball courts at the rear of the proper- 
ty. 


The Gillette Co. 

{mployees at The Gillette Co., 30 
Burtt Road, participate in company 
organized softball, basketball, volley- 
ball, bowling and golf, according to Ted 
Pierre, senior personnel representa- 
tive. 

“We have our own field and equip- 
ment for softball,’ Mr. Pierre said, 

The firm rents space at Sanborn 
School and other local schools for bas- 
ketball and volleyball. 


The company has an on-site fitness 
center with aerobics, treadmills, 
weights, bikes, stair machines, lockers 
and showers, Gillette has a contract 
with Fitcorp, of Boston, to maintain 
and provide training at the fitness cen- 
ter. Fitcorp also organizes ‘health semi 
nars on subjects such as nutrition.

Father Richard Gross is ready for a change 


woven wall hangings he brought back 
from a two-month assignment a few 
years ago in Belize, Central America. 


“The formality of clerics can be put 


offish. Besides, who you are should be 
more than what you wear,” he told the 
Townsman during an interview earlier 
this month. 


During the past 11 years as PA’s 


Roman Catholic chaplain, Father 
Gross has developed a relationship 
with the students and PA faculty 
through his roles as chaplain, teacher, 
moderator of a Muslim student group 
and the director of the community-ser- 
vice program he began four years ago. 


“T don’t wear a collar but the stu 


dents still call me father. If the stu 
dents forget that I am a priest, then it’s 
my fault,” he said. 


Next week, Father Gross will con- 


clude his last few days as PA’s chaplin 
and head for Uganda in East Africa for 
six weeks. He will work with refugees 
from surrounding countries who are 
escaping the atrocities of their civil- 
war-torn countries. 


“T'll be there for six weeks doing 


whatever they need me to do there in 
the camps,” he said. 


When Father Gross returns to the 


United States he will go to Storrs, 
Conn., to begin his new appointment at 
a parish located on the campus of the 
University of Connecticut. 

Personal background 


Father Gross grew up in Wrentham, 


a “small rural” community. He called 
his family “not overly-traditional” 
Catholics. In his town, the church 
served many different needs, including 
being a social outlet for some of the 
community’s young people. 


He attended the town’s public 


schools before graduating from Boston 
College with a degree in history. 


“As I was approaching the end of my 


education (at Boston College), I gave 
serious thought to entering the priest- 
hood,” he said. 


Father Gross then spent two years 


in Lenox for orientation into Jesuit 
life. He then studied philosophy at 
Weston School of Theology in Cam- 
bridge and went on to receive a mas- 
ter’s-of-divinity degree. 


During his studies at Weston, he 


also taught at Boston College High 
School in Cambridge. After graduation 
from divinity school he returned to BC 
High to teach history. While he was at 
BC High, Father Gross began a com- 
munity-service program at the school. 
He fashioned the PA program after his 
successful pilot program in Cambridge. 


Father Gross knew his predecessor 


at PA. When that chaplain was getting 
ready to leave 12 years ago, he asked 
Father Gross if he’d like the position. 


Father Gross told him he wasn’t 


interested in the position at that time. 
He said there were many projects at BC 
High that still needed his attention. 


One of those was a community-ser- 


vice program he initiated and nur- 
tured. 


A year later, the former PA priest

was preparing to leave and still hadn't 
found a replacement. He again offered 
the job to Father Gross, who had 
changed his mind this time. 
Impressions of PA 

The first time he visited the PA cam- 
pus, Richard Gross said he was 
impressed with its size and beauty. 

“It was a beautiful spring day and 
everything looked great. The campus 
was beautiful,” he said. 

At that time the school was in the 
middle of one of its biggest fundraising 
campaigns for its 200 anniversary. He 


saw a bulletin board during his tour of 


the campus that documented the 
progress of the drive and he was over- 
whelmed when he saw that $52 million 
had been raised during the four-year 
campaign. (See page 20 for a story on a 
couple giving $5 million to PA.) 

BC High, which was once closely 
connected to Boston College and the 
Jesuits, is no longer affiliated with or 
subsidized by either, said Father 
Gross. The majority of the students he 
taught there were from middle-class 
families who paid for their sons’ 
tuition. 

His job at PA 

Besides being the pastor for the stu- 

dents who attend Phillips and the fac- 


ulty and their families who live there, 
Father Gross has also been active in 
bringing a community-service pro- 
pram to PA. Four years ago he initiated 
a partnership with the Leonard Ele- 
mentary School in Lawrence, PALS, 
for Phillips Academy/Leonard School. 

In his pastoral work, Father Gross 
said his responsibilities are far reach 
ing. They include weekly services at 
Cochran Chapel, as well as being avail 
able to students, regardless of their 
faith, for counseling. He said a “fair 
number” of non-Catholic students seek 
his counsel on issues that trouble 
them. 

“This is their non-denominational 
parish. For many of them this is the 
first time they've lived away from 
home and they are dealing with all the 
dynamies of that — both good and bad 
much earlier than most who experi- 
ence that when they go away to 
school,” he said. 

“Many of them come from schools 
where they were at the top of the stu- 
dent body. It’s not just the little fish in 
the big pond. It’s also, that at 14, these 
kids are in an environment with much 
less structure than if they were at 
home. I try and be a sympathetic listen- 
er,” Father Gross said. 

He described some of his work as a 
challenge. He said he tries to interpret 
the church in a way that’s inviting for 
teen-agers who are at a time in their 
life when they are questioning and 
judging everything around them. 

“You can’t say to them, ‘You’re 


going to go to hell if you do or don’t do. 


X, Y or Z.’ That won’t work. So you 
have to take another approach.” 

What has worked, said Father 
Gross, is fostering an atmosphere 
where students feel comfortable 
expressing their opinions and encour- 
aging them to openly discuss their dif- 
ferences as well as their similarities. 

“Tt's hard at this age because regular 


reflection isn’t an important part of 


” 


their life,” he said. 

During his tenure at PA, he has also 
taught several classes, including co- 
teaching a sexual issues and education 
class, and he has served as faculty 
adviser and moderator to the school’s 
Muslim Student Union. 

Father Gross said the students 
weren't the only ones to learn some- 
thing in the sexual issues and educa- 
tion class, 

“T found that I learned a lot too. I 
thought it was important to 
understand where the students were 
coming from,” he said. 

Students today 

Teen-agers today are more stressed 
out than they were when Father Gross 
was young. He said students, especially 
those at PA, are more politically con- 
scious, he said. 

“There is great value in (political 
awareness) but I feel students are 
focusing more on the differences than 
trying to find unity,” he said. 

“I’m concerned that they are becom- 
ing too polarized,” 

To this end Father Gross has been 


working with both a rabbi and a 
Protestant minister to develop forums 
where students can discuss issues of all 
kinds that concern them. 

Moving on 

At first when Father Gross was con 
sidering what to do during the break 
between assignments after he’d decid 
ed to leave PA, he wondered if he 
should just donate the money it would 
take to fly to Uganda instead of going 
for just six weeks 

“T was told that the people there feel 
they are abandoned by the outside 
world as well as their countries and 
leaders. By going there it is both psy- 
chologically good, as well as helpful 
with the work I'll do,” he said. 

Father Gross believes he will also be 
helped psychologically by the trek to 
Africa. 

“For the past 11 years I’ve been in a 
very affluent setting. I’ve enjoyed my 
life and work here immensely, but 
periodically I believe people need to do 
some reassessment. | am ready for a 
change,” he said.

He supported Paul Tsongas, before 
Mr. Tsongas dropped out of the race, 
then switched to Mr. Perot. At first, he 
worked 30-40 hours a week when 
nobody knew Mr. Perot’s name, and 
still puts in 15-20 hours a week, 

“I’ve put in some serious time on 
this,” Mr, Fritchie said. 

In the last three months, support for 
Mr. Perot has picked up here, just like 
everywhere else, according to Mr. 
Fritchie. Three months ago, 50 percent 
of the people with whom he talked 
didn’t know who Mr. Perot was, he 
said. 

“T would say it’s down to 5 percent,” 
he said Monday. 

Mr. Fritchie moved to Andover last 
year from California, but don’t take 
him for a liberal. He started voting in 
1976 and has voted for every successful 
president including Jimmy Carter, 
Ronald Reagan and George Bush, 

“T just think he spends too much 
time trying to be the emperor of the 
world,” he said of Bush. “The first pri- 
ority’s got to be this country, and I 
think that’s what a lot of volunteers 
believe, that Perot will put the econo- 
my first and the country first. 

“Mr. Bush has not done everything 
he could for the country and the econo- 
my,” he said. : 

Bill Clinton has some good ideas, but 
Mr. Fritchie wonders where he will get 
the money to follow through on those 
ideas. 

“T support Mr. Perot because I’ve 
always wanted to see what a true busi- 
nessman can do with the economy, 
especially the way it is today,” Mr. 
Fritchie said.

You know how you talk to a baby 
before the baby knows how to speak?

Think twice, three times; this could hurt

found it hurtful and she was offend-

The mother sent the Townsman a 
letter about the incident and a copy 
of the yearbook entry, It was hurtful, 
gross, vulgar and abusive to Jews. 

My first instinct was to duck the 
issue. But since the mom wrote the 


Townsman, the superintendent of 


schools and the Anti-Defamation 
League, it became a public issue. In 
addition, Andover High School Prin- 
cipal Tim Thomas and Rabbi Robert 


Goldstein were both involved, too. 


Besides, when there’s an issue of 


racism in Andover, it’s the job of the 
newspaper to air the issue so that all 


concerned can express themselves. If 


the paper lets bigotry issues go by, 
then it has missed a chance to help 
us all communicate and live together 
better. 

Instead of running the letter and 
using the names of the three 
involved people, we at the T'owns- 
man decided to write this without 
names, The goal here is to learn from 
error, to raise our consciousness 
about bigotry. Also, the two AHS 
graduates don’t completely agree on 
what happened. 

For me, the message, no matter 
what really happened, is always the 
same: It’s not a good idea to say any- 
thing hurtful or discriminatory 
about another group, not even if it 
has become a joke between two peo- 
ple. Jokes that make fun of others, 
especially of minorities, usually 
come back to haunt the jokester. 

The two students, now graduates 
of AHS, have been friends for at least 
four years, maybe a little longer. 
They both say they went out, you 
know, they were boyfriend/girl- 
friend sophomore year at Andover 


High. But there’s not too much they 
agree on after that. 

Here’s what the mother wrote the 
young man, with copies to the 
Townsman and others after she read 
the yearbook entry: “When we first 
saw the comment that you wrote in 
our daughter’s high school yearbook, 
our first response was, ‘Should we 
erase it?’ You see, an anti-Semitic 
comment, scribbled on a wall in the 
middle of the night by vandals can be 
painted over the next day, but a com- 
ment written in a high school year- 
book is there for posterity — seen by 
all who read the yearbook, including 
one’s children and grandchildren. 

“And, it is written directly on the 
front page, for all to see. But, our 
family, and many others (have) been 
working quietly over the years with 
the school system, the churches and 


other civic groups, to rid Andover of 


anti-Semitism, and have found the 
schools and the community most 
receptive to those efforts. However, 
there are two factions in our commu- 
nity; those who say over and over 
again, ‘There is no anti-Semitism in 
Andover,’ and those who say, ‘Keep 
it quiet; don’t make waves; it’s not 
such a big deal.’

Editor, Townsman: 

After three weeks of reading Helen 
Taylor (see letters in past Townsman 
issues) berate the feminist movement, | 
feel compelled to respond. 

I am 31 years old, married, a stay-at 
home mom and yes, a feminist! Let me 
take a moment to explain what femi 
nism means. Feminism means choice 
It means deciding for yourself what 
you want to do and who you want to be 
regardless of your gender. [ am not at 
home because society says that a wom 
an must be (as they told women like 
my mom who came of age in the 1950s).

“Therefore, we have decided to keep 
your virulent comment in our daugh- 
ter’s yearbook. And send it to the Anti 
Defamation League. And send a copy to 
the superintendent of schools, and, if I 
knew which church you belonged to, | 
would send a copy to your minister, 
because it is time to recognize that 
anti-Semitism isn’t a problem only in 
the deep South, or only of Ku Klux 
Klan members, but a problem with 
nice boys from nice, affluent towns like 
Andover. We will double our efforts to 
work within our community to destroy 
this racism, bigotry and hate. We will 
not stand silently by and accept it. 
Your comment does not reflect on our 
daughter, but shows that as a graduate 
of Andover High School, you make 
extremely poor decisions.

The daughter said the young man, 
in the past, “would tease me and he 
would be offensive and I would tell him 
and he wouldn’t do it anymore. But

Now, the young man has a different 
story. He said the two of them had a 
“kidding relationship,” that they 
talked in the manner in which his 
yearbook entry was written for the 
four years they’d known each other. 

“We always joke around and pick on 
each other,” he told me. He said the 
young woman’s mother couldn't 
believe that her daughter was going 
out with him their sophomore year 
because he isn’t Jewish, that she 
should be going out “with nice Jewish 
boys.” 

He said, (She) “calls me a goy and 
stuff like that, just jokingly. She asked 
me to sign the yearbook. What I signed 
was kind of one of those conversations 
that we had...” 

The young man said the young wom- 
an told him her mother was shocked by 
what he wrote “because she hasn't 
heard any of the conversations we’ve 
had and (the young woman) tried to 
explain that that was the conversations 
we had all along. Her mother is very 
traditional and she said her mother 
was very offended. 

“Tt was just between the two of us; it 
wasn't going to be passed around the 
school,” he continued. 

“It was not meant to be racist. It is 
not something I would say to anyone 
else. I don’t make racist comments.” 

AHS Principal Thomas has used the 
incident to step up efforts to talk with 
students about bigotry. “I would hope 


that this serves as a catalyst to get us 
looking at offensive situations more 
honestly,” said Mr, Thomas, who said 
that if something hurtful like this hap 
pens to any student, she should tell the 
offending person that it is hurtful, and 
let an adult know about the situation, 

“It compounds the action of they 
turn the other cheek,” he added. 

Mr, Thomas said, “It is not news to 
us” that there are incidents of bigotry 
and racism at the high school. 

Rabbi Goldstein, of Temple 
Emanuel, said, “Racism is very com- 
mon to our culture, far more than we 
want to acknowledge. We need to work 
on changing attitudes...We need to 
teach the next generation greater toler- 
ance, deeper respect, and a real under- 
standing that our country is not homo- 
geneous, but its strength comes from 
its heterogeneity.” 


So there’s a lesson here: It’s not fun 
ny to be racist, even if two people agree 
it’s OK, because in the end, one of the 
two may not think it’s funny anymore, 
My rule of thumb is that if anyone at 
all is offended, then it’s inappropriate. 
I don't think, for instance, that it’s 
even appropriate to say “I didn’t mean 
for it to be bigoted; 1 am not preju- 
diced.”

ZBA favors 
developers over 
residents 


Editor, Townsman: 

Perhaps the article entitled “Side 
walk cafes approved by ZBA” (page 1, 
June 11) would be more aptly named 
“ZBA ignores taxpayers’ input.” While 
businesses’ ability to serve food out- 


side of their establishments will cer- 


tainly have a visible impact on the 
town of Andover, the second item cov- 
ered in the article may have a much 


greater — and potentially detrimental - 
effect on the town over the long term, 
I was particularly interested in this 


article because my husband was one of 


the Andover residents who felt com- 
pelled to speak at the hearing in ques- 
tion. He was one of the many citizens 
who opposed the request for a variance 
to build on a lot that did not meet zon- 
ing regulations. 

I was upset when I read that the ZBA 
was intending to go ahead and grant 
this variance. My concern is that the 
ZBA seems to favor developers over 
residents. It is the neighbors who are 
most affected by the granting of an 
exception to the zoning law. They are 
the experts who know first-hand about 
traffic flow, characteristics of the site, 
atmosphere of the neighborhood, 
wildlife that inhabits the land, ete. 
Most importantly, it’s the neighbors 
who have most to lose. 

You might say to me, “Well, the 
problem is in their backyard, not 
yours, so why do you care?” I think 
that the ZBA has a responsibility to act 
in accordance with the concerns of the 
public and I think that they should put 
more weight on the opinions of the 
people who live in the neighborhood 
than on the words of one lawyer who 
was paid to present the developer’s 
case, 

Responsible development is a criti 
cal issue for the town of Andover. Look 
what has happened to neighboring 
towns that have not taken adequate 
measures in this regard. Andover is a 
desirable place to live. But if the town 
boards continue to consistently favor 
developers over residents, much of the 
charm and character of Andover will 
be lost. 

No, this particular request for a 
variance does not affect a lot in my own 
backyard.

Same protest 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing in response to the arti- 
cle entitled “Sidewalk cafes approved 
by ZBA,” and particularly the section 
on page 40 under the sub-heading “Oth 
er board actions.” 

I am one of the three residents of 
River Street whose only vehicular 
access to my property is via the right 
of-way known as Hillcrest Road by the 
street sign in evidence or by the “old 
paper street” name of Pine Road. As a 
matter of setting the record straight, 
there are in fact five homes whose only 
vehicular access to their property is 
via this right-of-way. Nine registered 
vehicles use this means of access on a 
regular and daily basis. It is without 
contest that the point of intersection 
with River Street is at the most danger 
ous part of River Street. The dangerous 
factors being hills, curves, poor visibil- 
ity and an obvious temptation to drive 
this section of River Street at a higher 
rate of speed because of its challenging, 
rally-like contours; a fact of living on 
River Street which we are ever made 
aware. 

This, coupled with access to our 


homes being made by friends, family, 
delivery and service vehicles, etc. is a 
situation which is not at all conducive 
to the addition of any more homes and 
the aforementioned compounding traf. 
fic problems which would result. This 
is to say nothing of the extremely 
heavy use of an already overly-taxed 
dirt road by large and heavy construc. 
tion vehicles on an on-going and con 
tinuous basis for a period of months. 
Nobody has brought up the fact yet that 
the topography of the two-and-a-half 
acre lot in question necessitates the 
removal of thousands of yards of earth 
and several enormous white pine trees 


just to prepare the lot for the construc 


tion of a house and all the additional 
construction vehicles like concrete 
trucks and lumber trucks. 

I was not in attendance at the meet 
ing of the Zoning Board of Appeals on 
June 4, but after reading the article in 
the Andover Townsman and discussing 
the topic with those who were in atten 
dance, I am not at all convinced that 
Vynnwood Associates Inc. would suf. 
fer any hardship as required by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals as a condition 
to waive a zoning bylaw. A zoning 
bylaw written years ago by Andover 
residents to protect Andover residents. 
The bylaw states that a vacant lot must 
have frontage on a public way in order 
to be built upon. Hillcrest Road (Pine 
Road on paper) is a private way, main 
tained by the residents who use it. The 
two-and-a-half acre lot in question was 
purchased several years ago by Wyn 
nwood Associates Inc. with full know! 
edge of the zoning bylaws which 
applied to that lot In particular. That 
lot was purchased as speculation prop 
erty. Speculation by definition involves 
risk. Risk involves the possibility of 
loss. For this reason alone, Wynnwood 
Associates Inc. fails to demonstrate 
hardship. Furthermore, when a vari 
ance was previously granted on this lot 
when it was tied to a subdivision now 
known as Charlotte Circle, the means 
of access to this lot was to be via Char 
lotte Drive, not Hillcrest Road. So the 
argument that a variance was previ 
ously granted should have no bearing 
whatever in this case. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals has 
worked hard at upholding the zoning 
bylaws of our community while trying 
to be fair in granting variances to som« 
very deserving residents of Andover. It 
is my opinion, however, that the mem 
bers of the Zoning Board of Appeal: 
cast their votes on this issue in haste 
without taking the necessary time to 
research some very relevant facts. It is 
not my intent to alienate the ZBA to 
our cause, but to bring to light some 
very Important issues which should 
have been considered prior to a vote on 
this particular appeal for variance. 

Of no less concern to me is the fact 
that there are several more landlocked 
acres immediately adjoining the lot in 
question which could eventually, by 
approval of this variance, become 
buildable and accessible via Hillcrest 
Road. 

I have no argument with Wynnwood 
Associates Inc, as a developer. I have 
seen the quality homes they build and 
the beauty and character they bring to

Shocked by ZBA 


Editor, Townsman: 

I am writing to you in reference to the 
article in the June 11 issue of the Towns- 
man entitled “Sidewalk cafes approved by 
ZBA.” My concern is the portion of the arti 
cle which details the petition for a variance 
by Wynwood Associates Inc. I.was one of 
the neighbors who spoke in opposition to 
the petition. | was shocked and bewildered 
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by the decision of the planning board to 
grant a variance based on an alleged hard 
ship. 

One of the points of decision in the arti- 
cle (page 40, coluran 2) refers to the expira- 
tion of a previous variance as one of the 
considerations for approval. 

“topography, and the previous vari 
ance, attributed to the board finding a hard- 
ship...” 

This is inherently a contradiction to the 


position favoring a variance on the basis of 


hardship. I invoke this fact in my own favor 
to argue against the decision. If I had been 
granted a variance to build on land which | 
owned and I had permitted the variance to 
expire, | would assume that the planning 
board, acting in the public interest, would 
be reluctant to accept my argument for 
hardship a second time. | would have at 


least tempered my decision in the forge of 


opposition which presented itself to the 
board on June 4. 

The other major point presented in the 
article (on the same page in columns 2 and 
3) describes the hardship being owed to the 
the following justification. 

“To not allow it would be depriving him 
use of the property.” 


Again, if | had purchased a parcel of 


land with full knowledge of the zoning 
restrictions on the land, | would expect to 
be denied permission to develop that prop 
erty on the basis that I made a business 
decision with knowledge aforethought that 
I was placing myself in a potential position 
of hardship. The lawyer who represented 
Mr. Wacome, who himself did not attend 
either meeting to the best of my knowledge, 
claimed the land was “locked” for a period 
of many years, although his client owned 


the property for only a fraction of that time. 

T want an answer arguing for approval 
which is solid and defensible. | do not want 
an answer which is frail and insubstantial. 
I assume the zoning bylaws are in place to 
serve the citizens of the town. Residents of 
the town who participate in the delibera- 
tion of a decision made by the planning 
board expect to be furnished with reasons 
which are cogent and compliant with the 
spirit of the bylaws. If the requisite of 
extreme hardship in a zoning variance is so 
easily short circuited by such a languid 
argument, then all of our Andover neigh- 
bors should be cautioned about how flaccid 
the interpretation of the term “hardship” 
can be.

Stitchers tell stories through quilting 


By Mary Katis 

Making a historical quilt for North 
Andover was a dream of Kathleen Gor 
man, director of the North Andover 
Senior Center. Watching the enthusi 
asm of the women in Una Bakewell’s 
quilting class gave Ms. Gorman’s 
dream new inspiration. 

Ms. Gorman saw the talent and 
interest in art and sewing classes as 
the seedbed for making a quilt through 
the Senior Center. As the idea of quilt 
making reached the talking stages, 
Pauline Abrahamson, a quilter from 
North Andover, agreed to co-direct the 
project with Helen Kellner, a local 
artist, and with Ms. Bakewell, who act- 
ed as a quilting consultant. 

“Many informal sessions were held 
at the Senior Center to find oral history 
as well as documented history of North 
Andover,” said Ms. Gorman. 

Many long-time residents contribut- 
ed information. Anne McCabe, 6 East 
Water St., lives in her family house 
that was originally owned by M.T. 
Stevens, mill owner. Ms. McCabe was 
born and raised in North Andover and 
shared many stories about how life was 
years ago. Richard Heider and John 
Lyons offered their memories of North 
Andover as a smaller town where 
everyone knew each other. Ruth 
McAvoy remembered the open fields 
with lady slippers and the terrible heat 
inside the mills where the fabric was 
made. 

Many other North Andover resi- 
dents chose to bring their photographs 
of town and childhood friends. All this 
information was collected and used by 
the project directors and stitchers to 
design the squares for the quilt. 

“We gathered information about 
quilts from neighboring towns,” said 
Ms. Gorman. “We toured the Lowell 
Quilt Museum, saw the quilt displayed 
in the lobby of the Lawrence General 
Hospital, and the quilt at the Lawrence 
Heritage Museum on Jackson Street, 
and the Georgetown quilt displayed in 
the town hall. Joyce Green and Caro- 
line Chamberlain, project directors for 
the Georgetown quilt, came and spoke 
to us. They gave wonderful guidelines 
for the size and type of quilt and mate- 
rials they used,” 

The quilt squares were designed and 
made by many women who chose a 
theme or landmark that interested 
them. 

“Mrs. Coolidge’s cows is the square | 


did,” said Ms. McAvoy. “The story of 


Mrs. Coolidge dealing with the state 
when Route 125 was to come through 
her property.

were nine houses in all. M.T, Stevens 
owned the lot. No electricity or indoor 
plumbing, we did laundry once a week 
with a big tub in the middle of the 
kitehen floor. I used to carry lunch to 
the mill workers at noon, I carried a 
lunch pail in each hand and was paid a 
dollar if | brought back both pails to 
my neighbor.” 

Ann Mootrey, a newcomer to town, 
chose the Civil War Memorial in front 
of the police station on Main Street for 
her square. The lone soldier with rifle 
in hand reminds the townspeople of the 
struggle for freedom. Ms. Mootrey 
wanted to be part of the project and 
contributed a square. 

As the project was developing, the 
business community wanted to help 
with expenses for fabric and other 
needs. Modicon Inc. contributed $500; 
AT&T plans to donate the glass case 
that will be used for displaying the 
quilt at the Senior Center; and there 
are countless private donations. 
Michael O'Connor, a North Andover 
resident, has volunteered to make the 
frame for the glass case and Mary Lic 
ciardello has agreed to join the squares 
with blocks that will connect the quilt’s 
squares. 

“The quilt is a folk-art quilt. It’s not 
the most professional or museum qual- 
ity, but it will represent the people who 
planned and executed it,” said Ms. 
Bakewell, the quilting consultant. 
“Everyone was invited to help, not lim- 
ited to senior citizens or people who 
have any special skills.” 

“At least 30 people have been 
involved in the project,” said Ms. Kell- 
ner. Ms. Abrahamson had skills in 
piece quilting and stepped away from 
the position of co-director when the 
quilt style was to be appliqued squares. 
Ms, Gorman then asked Ms. Kellner to 
assume the role of project director. Ms. 
Kellner accepted and has been an 
enthusiastic volunteer throughout the 
project. She helped with choosing col- 
ors and free hand drawing when a 
stitcher needed her help. 

“Hmily Murphy started the Senior 
Center in North Andover and I am 
helping in her memory,” said Ms. Kell- 
ner. “Emily started the first senior cen- 
ter at the old jail and tried to help the 
elders.” 

Ms. Kellner attended art school at

The project directors have collected 
enough squares to make one large quilt 
and two smaller ones. These will be 
hung with the largest one in the middle 
and the two smaller ones on each side, 
The largest quilt has the town seal in 
the center with 16 squares around it. 
Some of these places highlighted by the 
squares include North Parish Church, 
the Johnson Cottage, the Hay Scales, 
Dizzy Bridge, the first postmaster’s 


house, Parson Barnard House, Mills of 


North Andover, and the Great Barn at 
Hardcourt to mention only a few. 

The two smaller quilts have an 
eight-point star design with the 
appliqued squares in the pattern. The 
smaller quilts feature squares with 
town folklore. For instance, there is a 
turkey town design, which was 
appliqued by Rita Danahy. Ms, Danahy 
learned to quilt by stitching a square 
for the quilt. 

“The dominant background colors 
are rust brick and beige,” Ms. Bakewell 
said. “The finished squares will need 
more embroidery. The squares will 
have information about the title of the 
square and name of person who made 
it.

May Cantone have volunteered to com- 
plete the embroidery on all the 
squares, 

“The quilting will be done with 18- 
inch hoops for the two smaller quilts* 
and one large frame will be used for the 
larger quilt,” continued Ms. Bakewell. 
“All the quilting will be done by hand. 
The process of quilting is my attrac- 
tion. Once the quilt is completed I am 
looking for the next one or I keep sever- 
al quilts in the working stages just to 
continue the process. 

“The women who have been 
involved with the quilt came from dif 
ferent interest groups. Some were quil- 
ters, some could embroider, some had 
memories to share, some donated fab- 
ric, some became creative and didn’t 
know they had any talent. Some of the’ 
seniors felt the quilt was a gift for pos- 
terity. A way to be remembered,” said 
Ms. Bakewell. 


“When I am making a quilt for some- 
one, I am wishing them well or I feel I 
am praying for them,” said Ms.

Needing just one run, Andover 
decided to score 15 instead en route toa 
15-0 rout of Holy Name (Worcester) in a 
State Division 1 Tournament champi- 
onship final that was the complete 
antithesis of last June's dramatic 
come-from-behind 8-2 squeaker over 
Milford.

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School Committee approves 
hiring 4.1 more teachers 


By Lisa Boudreau 

In order to open schools 
“smoothly” in September, 
Mark McQuillan, superinten 
dent of schools, told the 
School Committee Tuesday 
night he’d need to hire sever 


al more teachers. Because of 


increasing enrollments 
across the system, the com 
mittee agreed with the super 
intendent’s recommendation 
and voted 4-0 (Susan Dalton 
was absent) to add 4.1 teach 
ing positions and a half-time 
instructional aid for the 1992 
93 school year. 


“These are essential posi- 
tions to have a smooth open- 
ing in the fall,” Dr. McQuil- 
lan said. 

His plan includes a half. 
time second-grade teacher at 
Shawsheen if eight more stu- 
dents volunteer to enroll in 
the second grade there. 


Leslie Meyer Leon, 40 
County Road, the mother of a 
first-grader currently 
enrolled at Shawsheen vol- 
untarily, told the committee 
she wanted a commitment of 
a second, second-grade teach- 
er at Shawsheen School 
before she enrolled her child 
there next fall. 

“My decision to enroll my 
child in Shawsheen for next 
fall is contingent on whether 
or not you hire another 
teacher. Right now I’m con- 
sidering the South School, 
which is our neighborhood 
school, but is already over- 
crowded,” she said. 


Committee Chairwoman 
Susan Jenkins told Ms. Mey- 
er Leon that the committee 
couldn’t give her the commit 


ment she wanted that night. 

“If you want a second 
classroom at Shawsheen in 
the second grade, we have to 
get the numbers up,” Ms, 
Jenkins said, 

The deadline to enroll for 
kindergarten, first- and sec 
ond-grade classes at Shaw 
sheen is July 18. Parents vol 
untarily enrolling students 
at Shawsheen are eligible for 
busing to the Shawsheen 
School, but they will have to 
pay a fee. The committee vot 
ed earlier this year to raise 
the fee to $210 for all students 
in grades seven or above 
attending their neighbor 
hood school. This year the 
fee was about $50 less, but it 
only paid for busing from 
January to June. Towns are 
only required by state law to 
provide free busing for stu- 
dents in grades six and 
under. 


The deadline to reserve a 
space on the bus for seventh- 
graders and above is June 30. 
Payment must be received by 
July 15 to guarantee a seat. 
So far the administration has 
received $19,600 in fee pay- 
ments for next year. 


Dr. McQuillan will also 
hire one more fifth-grade 
teacher at Sanborn Elemen- 
tary and another fourth- 
grade teacher at South Ele- 
mentary. 


The high school will get a 
half-time business teacher 
and a half-time art teacher, A 
half-time instrumental music 
teacher and a_ half-time 
instructional assistant for 
the special education depart 
ment will be hired to teach 


throughout the system and 
West Middle School will get 
another eighth-grade teach 
er. 

Depending on how many 
seventh- and eighth-grade 
age students enter the sys 
tem during the summer, the 
superintendent has prepared 
several contingency: plans to 
handle crowding in the West 
Middle School. 

Dr, McQuillan hopes more 
students in those two grades 
will volunteer to attend 
Doherty Middle School, the 
larger and less populated 
middle school. If that does 
not happen, Dr. McQuillan 
said he will have to transfer 
a DMS seventh-grade teacher 
to WMS. 


The committee voted to 
cap enrollment of newcom- 
ers to WMS. All new seventh- 
and eighth-grade students 
who have moved into the 
WMS district after June 15 
will be automatically 
enrolled in the DMS. 

If all these measures fail to 
balance the seventh- and 
eighth-grade populations, Dr. 
McQuillan said the commit- 
tee may have to consider 
shifting middle-school 
boundary lines in the Shaw- 
sheen area of town. 


In other business 

The committee voted to 
advertise the assistant-super- 
intend position left vacant 
when Lois Haslam left in 
January to become superin- 
tendent of the Harvard pub- 
lic schools. Dr. Haslam’s 
salary was approximately 
$67,000. 

The committee hopes to 
hire someone by mid July.

September, according to Mr. Penney. 

Fourteen employees of town offices 
attended a public hearing Monday night to 
discuss the regulation under consideration 
by the Board of Health, 

Smoking is currently allowed only in pri- 
vate offices and in the second floor lunch 
room. But the ventilation system in the 
building, designed to be energy efficient 
and recirculate air in the building, recircu- 
lates the lunch room smoke throughout the 
building and has resulted in complaints 
from several nonsmokers. 

Barbara Morache, who works in data 
processing, is chairwoman of the indepen- 
dent employees advisory board represent- 
ing the town’s 62 independent employees 
and providing input to the town manager. 
Ms. Morache told Board of Health members 
that she talked with 50 of the 62 employees 
and the consensus was that the proposed 
regulation has some merit, but is not fair as 
written. 

Some employees suggested the town 
build another designated smoking area in 
the building. Most agreed that the Junch- 
room was not the right place for the desig- 
nated area. Only five said the building 
should be smoke free as proposed. 

Ms. Morache, still speaking as an 
employee representative, said the town’s 
approach to the problem was wrong and 
that officials should have tried working 
with employees rather than attempting a 
total ban on smoking right away. She said 
quitting smoking was a personal decision 
and should not be forced on employees, 


Ambulance fees

Thomas Urbelis, town counsel, told the 
Board of Selectmen Monday night that the 
town could face the wrath of the federal gOV 
ernment if it doesn’t start charging residents 
a portion of the cost of ambulance service, 

Fire Chief Harold Hayes and Buzz 
Stapezynski, town manager, two weeks ago 
warned selectmen that the town could have a 
problem if it doesn’t start “balance billing” 
Medicaid patients. The warning was relayed 
from the office of inspector general of the 
Department of Health and Human Services, 

Currently, the town’s billing agency for 
ambulance service, Comstar, bills the full 
amount of the service, but does not chase res- 
idents if there is a balance due. While some 
insurance companies pay the full amount, 


Smokers may get a room 


Ms. Morache said that, personally, she is 
a smoker and has concerns about the data 
the town used to make its proposal. She 
questioned the validity of information 
about air quality in the building because 
the town is using a study that was done in 
1988, 

Rose Vandewalle, receptionist and a 
smoker, said she gets only two 15-minute 
breaks and doesn’t have time to go outside 
to smoke. She is also adamant about her 
rights. 

“T was not hired as a nonsmoker. Nobody 
asked me if I smoked,” Ms. Vandewalle 
said. “I really resent having to 20 outside.” 

Mr, Bamford, a smoker, said the ban 
wouldn't affect him too much because he 
spends most of his day outside the office, 
but questioned the problem with the venti- 
lation system and second-hand smoke, 

“I think the smell of second-hand smoke 
is more a perception than a reality,” Mr. 
Bamford said. 

Mary Donohue, Department of Commu- 
nity Services director and a nonsmoker, 
said the survey of employees cited by Ms. 
Morache might have been different if it had 
asked if employees were bothered by the 
smoke, She said the smells from the} 
kitchen, whether from popcorn or cigarette 
smoke, come directly to her office and she 
is bothered by the smoke. 

“It’s not that we want to take it away, but 
we want to be healthy,” Ms. Donohue said. 

Laura Hill, planner and nonsmoker, 
agreed. 

“I come here on weekends. I do smell 
stale smoke,” Ms. Hill said, 

She supported the ban proposal.

Medicaid requires a 20 percent copayment 
from patients, which the town currently 
absorbs. 

But the federal government has begun a 
crackdown on that policy, and last year 
began investigating a number of towns in the 
state that don’t balance the bill.

As he thought about the surgery, 
Mr. Billings decided he might as well 
improve his life in more ways than 
one, 

“It’s very important that patients 
know exactly what they want to fix 
before we do anything,” said Dr. Gur- 
mander Kohli of the Center for Plastic 
Surgery and Personal Development at 
New England Memorial Hospital in 
Stoneham and Boston University Medi- 
cal Center. 

“That tells me they've really thought 
about it and that it’s a change that will 
make a concrete, important difference 
in their lives, They’re not looking for 
some kind of magic to fix their lives,” 

It's also important, he says, that peo- 
ple have this kind of surgery done 
“only for themselves,” 

“They shouldn't be trying to please 
anyone else,” he said. 

Mr, Billings couldn’t agree more, 

“T really didn’t do this for anyone 
else; just for myself. I just wanted to be 
a little happier when I looked in the 
mirror,” he said. 

Attractive, well-groomed and impec- 
cably dressed, he seems an integral 
part of his artfully decorated Melrose 
apartment, filled as it is with antiques, 
fine china and crystal. 

It’s not surprising that he chose to 
make an aesthetic difference in his 
Own appearance, 

“I can remember once being in a 
store that was full of mirrors and catch- 


problems with his nose had had on his 
life. Since surgery, he’s hardly had a 
cold, he breathes and sleeps better at 
night and he can once again experience 
all the smells and tastes of the world. 

Along with his sense of smell and 
taste, he’s also noticed a difference in 
his sense of himself. 

“A while after the surgery, Dr, Kohli 
wanted to show me some ‘before’ and 
‘after’ pictures, and I could hardly 
make myself look at the ‘befores.’ ” 

But according to Dr. Kohli, “If it's 
important to a person’s self-image, 
then it's a change that’s important to 
make, To someone looking on, the dif. 
ference may be imperceptible, but it 
may make all the difference in the life 
of the person himself.” 

Mr. Billings recalled how several 
friends couldn’t understand Why he 
wanted to have the cosmetic part of the 
surgery. He also felt a certain stigma 
against men having cosmetic surgery, 

“There's sometimes the feeling that 
a man who has surgery isn’t a ‘real’ 
man, But that's ridiculous. A man has 
as much right as a woman to do some- 
thing to make himself happier,” Dr, 
Kohli said. 

Other popular cosmetic surgery pro- 
cedures for men, he said, are eyelid 
surgery, forehead lifts to smooth out 
wrinkles, and facelifts. Surgery on the 
lids and around the eyes is the second 
most frequently requested procedure 
among men. 

Now, many of the people who origi- 
nally hesitated about supporting Mr. 
Billing’s decision can appreciate the 
difference it has made. 

“People tell me I look great. My 
mother says, ‘Well, you used to have 
your father’s nose, now you have 
mine,’ ”

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Experts: Replenish 
fluids when exercising 


Summer’s sultry breezes and long 
hours of sunshine seem to awaken the 
health nut in everyone. 

The 20-mile bike ride, the marathon 
tennis game, the extra round of golf or 
second hour in the pool somehow get 
worked into schedules. 

Beware the consequences of such 
sudden spurts of activity. Far more 
serious than a few aching muscles the 
next day is the threat of dehydration, 

Any increase in physical activity 
should be accompanied by an increase 
in the amount of water you drink, 
medical experts caution. This is espe 
cially true in hot weather, when an 


active person can lose up to a quart of 


water in an hour through perspira- 
tion. 

Don’t wait until you feel thirsty to 
replace the water. The thirst mecha 
nism isn’t triggered until the body is 
sorely in need of fluids, experts say. 

Plain, clear, cool water is the best 
thirst-quencher, doctors advise. Six to 
eight glasses of water a day are what 
you should shoot for to increase 
endurance and energy, aid digestion 
and elimination, regulate body tem 
perature and improve muscular and 
nervous activity. 


Just as important as the quantity of 
water you drink is its quality. If 
yowre uncertain about the quality of 


your tap water, consider having it 
tested by a state-certified or other rep 
utable laboratory. 


Don’t wait until you 
feel thirsty to replace 
the water.

Depending on the lab’s findings, 


you may want to install some kind of 


drinking water treatment system to 
filter impurities and minerals out of 
your water. 

Even if pollutants aren’t a problem, 
a treatment system may still be a good 
idea for eliminating chlorine and oth 
er unpleasant tastes or odors from 
your tap water, 

Many types of drinking water 
devices are on the market, but they 
usually fall into three categories: acti 
vated carbon filters, reverse osmosis 
systems and distillation units. 

No matter which system you 
choose, look for a product that has 
received a gold seal from the Water 
Quality Association, indicating that it 
has met industry performance stan 
dards,

Yet, Ms. Wailes would probably still 
keep in terrific shape even if she were 
without children, because she is a 
women with tremendous motivation. 
ror her, exercise has been both a 
lifestyle and a life-long pursuit . 

“Td been playing organized sports 
since the fourth grade.” she said. “Ever 
since I'd been in high school | played 
field hockey, lacrosse and basketball.” 

She continued to play sports at col 
lege, stick-handling for the field hockey 
and lacrosse squads at the University 
of Virginia. Playing sports during the 
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Part of the reason Lynn Wailes 
can show up to do aerobic exer- 
cising three times a week is that 
the facility offers day care. 


Lynn Wailes makes it sound as if

“As an adult you can’t get the num 
ber of people together to play field 
hockey or lacrosse,” she said. “You 
need to find some other way to channel 
your energy.” 

But when her younger daughter 
gave up her naps the time was harder 
to find, and Ms. Wailes began to notice 
that she had reached a kind of wall in 
her exercise. She needed to find a new 
way to channel her energy, particular- 
ly with a special occasion fast 
approaching, 

“My husband and I were planning a 
trip for our 10th anniversary without 
the children so I wanted to look the 
best that I could,” she said. “In Jan- 
uary I set this goal that I at least want- 
ed to be the size that I was when I was 
married.” 

With a goal in sight, the former 
lacrosse and field hockey player bore 
down. But the “exercise wall,” the wall 
in the gains from her exercise, proved 
to be a difficult defense. 

She found an athletic club with a 
day-care center that was close enough 
and small enough that she could get to 
know a large percentage of the people. 
But neither these new-found friends, 
not any amount of post-exercise coffee, 
could help whip her into the shape she 
wanted. For that, she would have to 
rely on her old friend motivation.

Although Christine Estabrook, owner 
of and an instructor at the club, lent a 
hand as well. 

“She's really done a great job with 
the club; she’s available for all her 
members,” said Ms. Wailes. “Christine 
was always like, ‘Why don’t you try 
this?’ and, ‘That's the type of support 
you need.’ ” 


In addition to support, Ms, 


Estabrook also figured out what type of 


exercise program Ms, Wailes needed. It 
seemed that Ms. Wailes had reached 
her potential on the Nordic Track and 
would have to try different exercises to 
change anything else. There was only 
so much one exercise could do. She 
began by going in at 8:30 every morn- 
ing during the school year, 

“T'd be done by 9:30 and have the rest 
of the day to get whatever had to be 
done, done,” said Ms. Wailes. 

Working out five or six times a week 
and “supplementing with workouts at 
home,” she began to get results. She 
took part in aerobics, cross-training, 
sweat express workouts and different 
Step elasses, while using free Weights 
twice a week, 

“Tt wasn’t something that was going 
to happen in two weeks like when I was 
a teen-ager,” she said. In fact, it would 
take months. 

“Although at first I couldn't see the 
difference everyone else could and 
now I see the difference.” 

In addition to her workouts and 
motivation, the final factor in making 
this difference was Fit or Fat, a book by 


Covert Bailey. 

“He's the first person who's written, 
Who's made any sense about the whole 
thing,” she said. “It’s a matter of 
increasing muscle mass so you're 
burning calories,” 

The theory was that everyone has a 
different target heart rate and percent 
body fat so that the type and amount of 
exercise has to differ with each person, 
“Exercise is a very relative. personal 
thing,” she said. 

“But it wasn’t the weight necessari- 
ly because it was still within the range 
for my height. It was just the way 
everything shifted around.” 

But not everyone would agree with 
this. For when her mother said, “I 
didn’t really lose a whole lot of Weight,” 
daughter Jessica chimed in with a, 
“Yes you did. I remember what you 
looked like.” 

Whatever the case, by the time May 
1 and her anniversary trip to Little 
Plum Island rolled around, she had 
dropped 10 pounds and two dress sizes. 

“In my teen-age years, I admit to diet 
binging, but, in my 30s, I’m paying for 
it,” she said. “No one said this life was 
a dress rehearsal, so I'm not going to 
not eat a piece of chocolate cake. I have 
not dieted for at least four years.” 
Besides, breaking up a couple wars and 
saving her child’s life at least once a 
day ought to burn those calories right 
off — assuming her six hours of work- 
outs a week don't,

progress,” Motivation equals success,

She says she “sells products to the 
high-pressure industry.” So as a manu- 
facturing representative responsible 
for selling several pressure-controlling 


product lines to industries in each of 


the New England States, Linda 
McCoart thought she knew all about 
pressure. But that was before her lungs 
felt the pressure of asthma. 

“That can be very depressing, to 
have an illness like that.” she said. “It's 
anxiety-causing because it changes 
your whole life.” And not for the better, 

One of the ways her life changed 
When she was diagnosed with asthma 
about five years ago, Was that she 
could no longer exercise effectively, 
Before she was diagnosed, Ms. 
McCoart had occasionally done aero- 
bics to keep in shape. 

“But when | developed asthma. it 
was very difficult to continue,” she 
said. 

The asthma “progressed With a 
vengeance.” She tried to do aerobics 
but it became harder and harder to 
breathe. Ms. MceCoart put on weight, 

Because her asthma was not exer 
cise-induced, though, she kept trying to 
aerobicize her added pounds away, 
Sadly, she found that she could not. 

“It's very important that | not only 
inhale but exhale properly, Air, carbon 
dioxide, can get caught and stay in the 
lungs. If it stays there, your (breathing) 
capacity is not enough,” she explained, 
At the athletic clubs, she said. “1 would 
become so intent on Watching the 
instructor — and of course your legs 
are going one way and your arms 
another — that I didn’t concentrate on 
my breathing.” And she didn’t get 
results, 

“It became discouraging. | would 
have to use my inhaler. So | stopped 
and I gained weight. 

“But when Silverado opened up I fig 
ured it was a good time and it would be 
social, too,” she said. “So | decided | 
Was going to go to the exercise club and 
give it my best shot.” 

In fact, Ms. McCoart credits this 
January decision as being the point 
Where she dedicated herself to exer- 
cise, 

Starting at the beginning of the 
year, she made sure to exercise at least 
two or three times a week. Although 
she couldn’t take the Classes, Ms, 
McCoart would work out on the tread- 
mill. In more ways than one, unfortu- 
nately, the treadmill got her nowhere, 
as the gains were minimal, It was not 
the happy story TV networks might 
envision. So, with this year’s odd 
spring came a rebirth of Ms, McCoart's 
own. 

“T made the decision — as a matter 
of fact, I marked it on my calender, 
April 13 — that I would make it a part 
of every day,” she said. “I read some.

So on 
July 18th I'll have made it.”

McCoart could barely walk for too long 
Without losing her breath. Now, 
though she may not be able to run like 
the wind, she can certainly run with- 
out losing hers, Having tired of doing 
the treadmill exclusively, she now also 
bicycles, lifts light weights and has 
shed 24 asthma-acquired pounds, 
While July may still be a Ways away, 
her ultimate goal, to be back to her pre- 
asthma weight, is not. 

“When I started on the treadmill, at 
two miles per hour I would lose my 
breath,” she said. “But now I’ve devel- 
oped (to the point where) I can run a 
mile.” 

Yet, running miles is only one of the 
things that has helped benefit Ms. 
McCoart. For instance, like many at 


her athletic center, she subscribes to 
the beliefs of Covert Bailey, author and 
host of a PBS special, 

“I do not go hungry at all, I’ve just 
eliminated the fats from my diet,” she 
said. Ms, McCoart eats plenty of fruits 
and vegetables and, having never been 
a big fan of beef or pork, sticks to 
chicken and fish, 

“He (Mr. Bailey) talks about a target 
diet and what’s closest to the center is 
what you eat the most of. He talks 
about how people who are very active 
don't have problems with sugar, They 
can splurge sometimes because they 
can break it down right away. But it’s 
the fat (that they should avoid); they 
can’t break down the fat cells.” 

So, while eating intelligently, she

has shed some cellulite. But, perhaps 
more importantly, she has only missed 
three days since her big April commit: 
ment, all for legitimate reasons. In 
addition, she found that there was 
something missing from those days, 
just as the weight was missing from 
her body. 

“T feel it’s already part of my day, 
part of my routine,” she said. Certainly 
sounds like a habit, as well as a story 
the networks might be intrigued by 
after all. 

But the networks aren’t the only 
one’s who might be interested. Besides 
her husband, who also runs, and her 
three children, Ms. McCoart thinks 
this might pique her doctor’s interest 
as well. She sees her doctor every three 
{oO Six months. 

“When I went under a doctor's care | 
had tried a few times to go to an aero- 
bics class, but it just became very dis- 
couraging,” she said. “The last time | 
saw him was in March. I’m sure he'll 
be very pleased.” 

Just as she must be pleased by her 
success, But all of this is not to say she 
has achieved all of her goals. Ms, 
McCoart realizes this is a life long pur 
suit, and having just reached middle- 
age, she has half her life stil] to still 
experience — and to exercise through. 

“T admire active older people. | want 
to be an 80-year-old lady who can walk 
briskly down the Street,” she said. “I 
think (in your) late 30s and becoming 
40 you really realize your mortality. ] 
want to live well and feel well and | 
know that maintaining physical fitness 
is the way to attain that. If you don't, | 
feel there are serious consequences in 
old age.” 

But her old age in this quick-flowing 
quadrant of life seems a long way off. 
For now, she simply needs to keep up 
her exercises on a day-to-day basis and 
find means of stress release before 
going to work. 

“T find that very important for me. I 
find that it puts me in the right mind- 
Set for the day,” she says. That's when I 
really concentrate on my breathing 
doing deep exhaling and inhaling. It’s a 
real stress reliever,” : 

Which brings us to her work, 
Because she works in her own home, 
she is able to have some flexibility and 
can work out before she goes to work. 
But that doesn’t mean her job is any- 
thing relaxing. 

“Oh, yes, we’re under pressure, 
we're under deadlines and, of course, 
without our customers we’d be out of 
business,” 

But at least she has gotten rid of one 
type of pressure — and in the process 
numerous pounds.

Delicate surgery resto 


After Alfred Voto of Melrose retired, 
he helped out for a while as a home Vis- 
itor with an elder home care service. 
Three of his clients were blind. 

“I saw how difficult it was for these 
poor people to get along,” he said. 
“They were really at the mercy of the 
world. I certainly never wanted that to 
happen to me,” 

But at the end of 1990, a glaucoma 
test on a mobile screening unit clearly 
showed that vision loss could happen 
to him. The test, which he took one day 
in a Florida mall, showed the pressure 
in his right eye to be dangerously high, 
an indicator of glaucoma. 

Thus began an odyssey of treatment 
that brought him more than 1,200 miles 
to Dr. Wilson Horsley of Andover. 

But first, in Florida, Mr. Voto 
sought help. After more than two 
months of treatment with medication, 
a Florida surgeon had to perform a tra 
beculectomy, a procedure to relieve the 
pressure from fluid build-up from glau- 
coma, 

“My vision was getting so bad at 
that point that the doctor said I would 
be blind within a week if I didn’t have 
the surgery,” Mr. Voto said. 

Unfortunately, very soon after the 
surgery, cataracts developed, which 
greatly impaired Mr. Voto’s vision. 
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“It became really tough to get along 
on my own,” he said. “I began to find it 
especially stressful to drive when I 
realized I couldn’t see Signs or lights 
until I was almost on top of them. That 
disturbed me, because you need to 
drive to do anything in Florida. ] got so 
depressed that I started losing weight, 
and eventually lost almost 30 pounds.” 

Finally, he resolved to come north 
and have cataract Surgery with Dr. 
Horsley, whose ability to restore vision 

and quality of life — he’d seen. 

“When I was at the Steel House (a 
senior housing unit in Melrose) before 
going to Florida, I drove a lot of people 
over to have surgery with Dr. Horsley 
and I saw what he did for them. | knew 
he was the doctor for me.” 

But first, he had to make the 1,200- 
mile trip from the southland. 

“I had to stop driving at dark every 
day when the lights from on coming 
cars started to blind me. At one point, I 
couldn't see a guard rail and almost 
drove right into it,’ Mr. Voto said. 

By the time Dr. Horsley removed the 
cataract in Mr. Voto’s right eye and 
implanted a new lens, his vision had 
deteriorated to 20/200 legally blind. 

“Before the surgery, Dr. Horsley 
said, ‘I’m going to give you a new eye,’ 
and that’s what he did,” said Mr. Voto, 


whose right eye vision is now 20/20, 

The procedure Dr. Horsley used to 
restore Mr. Voto’s vision is called pha- 
coemulsifiction, a technique involving 
a high-frequency ultrasound beam. 

“The extremely small size of the 
opening into the eye, less than 1/8 of an 
inch, makes a real difference in the 
healing process,” Dr. Horsley said. “It 
causes less trauma to the eye and less 
distortion to vision.” 

This “atraumatic” (not traumatic) 
approach to surgery was particularly 
important in Mr. Voto’s case, which 
was unusually complicated, 

“We successfully removed the 
cataract, replaced it with a new lens, 
and, as an added bonus, corrected seri- 


ous astigmatism (a refractive defect of 


the eye’s cornea that impairs focusing), 
This is one case where it is easy to see 
the benefits of the very atraumatic, 
small-incision surgery we now use,” 


said Dr. Horsley, one of a handful of 


ophthalmologists in the state who are 
board certified in cataract surgery, 

The benefits are particularly clear to 
Mr. Voto, who now reads and watches 
TV without glasses, 

“When Dr. Horsley took the patches 
off after the surgery, I could see every 
thing in the room,” he said. “I couldn't 
believe my eyes.”
